Motion by Vice Mayor Hale, seconded
by Councilperson Townes to implement paragraph three (3) into the personnel
manual. This will allow any employee or person riding with an employee on official



city business (example: inmates, contractor, meeting attendee, etc.) Paragraph
three (3) states:

“If the city decides to use take home vehicles, the Pool recommends that the city
establish written policies to control exposure such as, the vehicle is for official use only,
the employee is the only one allowed to drive the vehicle, family members and others
are prohibited from riding in the vehicle, prior notification must be given before the
vehicle is taken out of state, all traffic laws are strictly followed and all accidents or
traffic violations must be immediately reported to the supervisor.”
